Opinions differ with regard to the reply of 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railway Company to the resolution of the 
Massachusetts Legislature, asking for infor- 
mation with regard to what extent, if any, 
that corporation has been acquiring holdings 
in other transportation companies without 
regard to the laws of this commonwealth. 
On one side the reply is pronounced complete 
and satisfactory; on the other side it 1s said 
to be an avoidance of the main issue and without value as a defense 
against the allegations behind the inquiry. 

Perhaps the fairest comment which it has called forth 1s that 
declaring it to be in large part a confession of the offenses which the 
Legislature had in mind when the resolution was adopted, and a 
promise to avoid in future any practises that are regarded as unlaw- 
ful in this state. In other words, while the corporation pleads guilty 
to the charges made, and holds that its offenses are due in large 
measure to the connivance ot the commonwealth which has given 
them, ina degree, the sanction of custom, it will now withdraw itself 
from connections which have been profitable at once to itself and to 
the state of Massachusetts, simply that it may not even seem to be 
operating in defiance of the law. And it closes its reply with these 
significant words: 

The true interests of railroads and those of the people of Massachu- 
setts are identical, and the welfare and prosperity, both of the common- 
wealth and of the railronds, require that the legislation of the commion- 
wealth shall mot impair but shall strengthen the railroads’ ability to

“ There is no defense of lawbreaking in the proposition that the 


railway corporation, which is striving to develop the resources of the 
state, even in its own interest, should be encouraged rather than 
harassed. It would be more in accordance with the professions of 
those who talk of promoting the industries of Massachusetts, and 
who say cheerful words in regard to associations of business men 
feunded and maintained for this purpose, if they would applaud 
rather than condemn the corporation which offers its service in the 
common cause, if this offer is bona fide.

'-a renovated city, also makes room tor the 
welfare of the children. For too many years 
the workers in our cities built and planned 
| chiefly for business. ‘They could endure the 
| imprisoning brick and mortar walls, but to 
| . the children play is as important as work for 
the adult, and soon they had no place in the 
city but the inhospitable streets in which to play. The sober second 
thought of men is expressed in care for those who come after them, 
the generation preparing for work, even if the first thought drives 
them into the struggle where every man for himself is seeking his 
own good. 

But when the desire has arisen that the children of a city may 
have a place for themselves, next comes the problem to make it. Not 
much space on the earth is wanted. It looks large to say, as they do 
on the Pittsburg plans, thirty square feet for each child; but that is 
about the size of many an office desk, and the floor of many a bear 
cage is larger. But to get any space at all often requires the removal 
of buildings. Chicago in ten years spent eleven millions of dollars to 
procure and equip playgrounds and recreation centers. The work 
began with the efforts of voluntary associations and social settle- 
iments. To help the children they maintained small playgrounds. 
Then the school yards were used for playgrounds during vacation, 
and public money was appropriated for this. In 1898 commissions 
came into existence and began to develop the municipal playground 
system. Commissions have since been created for various parts of 
the city, with power to issue bonds and levy taxes, and thus a splendid 
system of playgrounds and recreation centers is coming into exist- 
ence, though as vet the needs of the people are only partially met. 

The difficulties met by the great cities, New York, Boston, 
Cleveland, Washington, Chicago, and now facing Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg, in having to procure space at great expense, may be 
avoided by growing cities if the question of playgrounds, parks and 
recreation centers be considered early enough. If there be the struggle 
for some cities let there be the lesson for all, and by all means let the 
children of the city have their places for happy play.

It is. not 
necessary to draw any comparison between 
these two extremes for the sake of heighten- 
ing the effect. The fact remains that in one 
of the richest Christian countries in the world there is a body of 
people, estimated in millions, which lives on the. borderland of 
starvation. Nor is the problem confined to one country; it is, in 
varying degrees, a world problem. And it is a problem which 
modern civilization and modern economical conditions seem to have 
accentuated rather than to have solved. 

To any one who has studied the question, with a mind divorced 
from the idea of the application of specific remedies, it must have 
become apparent that political remedies are one and all in the nature 
of palhatives. They may be conceived in the truest. spirit’ of 
altruism, or they may be the result of the most unworthy motives of 
expediency. ‘They simply run their course, and leave the next decade 
or the next generation to find a new and equally temporary solution 
of what it wearily describes as the eternal problems. The fact, of 
course, 1s that all this endeavor is being spent in dealing with effects, 
while the causes are left utterly untouched. 

Law is not a human plaything which can be amended from time 
to time to meet the temporary necessities of government. Law, 
actually and scientifically, is the operation of divine Principle. To 
bring human practise into accord with Principle is the only legitimate 
sphere of government. But this necessitates the legislator being de- 
termined to bring about right because it is right, and not because it 
is the particular shibboleth of a party. The causes which produce 
unemployment are not economical; they are the fundamental weak- 
nesses of the human character, notably selfishness. And the way to 
destroy them is ‘to take up arms against one’s own selfishness ‘and 
narrowness of vision, rather than against one’s neighbors. It has 
been truly said that every man exists not only as he sees himself but 
as his neighbor, sees him: and, consequently, it is obvious. that your 
neighbor exists to you as you see him. It may be true that the 
object of capital is to increase capital. It is surely no less true that 
the object of labor 1s to obtain the utmost return it can for labor. 
The selfishness does not he on the one side or the other, it lies in 
the cause which produces both these effects. 

That was exactly what Jesus of Nazareth perceived, and which 
led him to proclaim the fact that the kingdom of heaven was not 
dependent on externals, for “The kingdom of God is within you.” 
As a man learns more and more clearly what this means, he Jearns 
how the persistent effort to be right gives him the understanding of 
divine law which frees him from the seeming inexorability of his 
own old beliefs which gave power to evil, and he begins to realize 
that he has found the truth which is freedom,

HTAVING attempted to do full justice to the memory of Lincoln, 
we are now better prepared than ever to attempt to do full justice 
to the memory of Washington. 
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RENEWED INTEREST 18 being taken through- 
out the country in the qnatter of tree planting 
in city streets. St. Louis is the latest of the 
larger cities to listen to advice from one com- 
petent to speak on this subject, and to pledge 
itself to a pobkicy which, if carried out, will 
add greatly to its beauty. 

One of the most attractive features of 
the city tree planting movement is its feasi- 
bility. There are certain improvements 
which, because of their cost. lie bevond the reach of communities 
which otherwise would have them—such as extensive park and boule 
vard systems—but tree planting comes within the means of near 
all of them, and can be carried on toa degree which will lessen greatly 
the need of the more ambitious and more expensive pleasure grounds 
and drives. 

Within the last two or three years, New York city, which up to 
that time had assumed that its other street attractions were sufficient, 
has entered upon the work of tree planting with a vigor and an enthu- 
siasm and, it should be added, an intelligence which its creditable to 
the first city of the land. 

The movement is. one which should be encouraged in every 
community. No town is so small and no city is so large that it can 
afford to be ugly when at reasonable expenditure of money, labor and

| Premier majority without having any supporters. 
| According to the writer not only 1s every 
i group in the chamber opposed to him, but 
. “some of the ministers in his own cabinet. 
He puts himself out to obtain the support of no party, he permits 
himself the. luxury of criticizing his own colleagues, yet when the 
division bell rings he invariably obtains an overwhelming majority. 
The Right is naturally opposed to him, the Moderates are without 
enthusiasin, the Radicals only barely tolerate him, the Radical- 
Socialists are at open war with him, the Socialists are his bitterest 
enemies; he attacks, satirizes, and alarms each in turn, and remains 
unmoved himself. The deputies rally to the standard of each new 
aspirant to power until his cause seems on the verge of success, but 
when the really critical moment comes they desert him, and return 
to support Monsieur Clemenceau. And the conclusion drawn from 
all this is that the premier 1s a master of political alchemy, and that 
the only person capable of overthrowing him is himself. 


It is said that lookers on see most of the game, and to the out- , 


sider the secret of Monsieur Clemenceau’s success seems tolerably 
simple. TLowever much you may differ from him, the fact remains 
that he is intensely honest. If he had desired power he might have 
obtained it long before he did: the fact is that the premiership 
came to him rather than he to it. When, however, he once accepted 
office. he knew what he intended to do, and he did it, without 
reference to whether he retained power or not. In foreign politics 
he has shown the same determination he has shown in home affairs. 
There has been no paltering in Morocco since he became head of 
the ministry. In a word it has been an exhibition of statesmanship 
rather than politics which the country has known how to appreciate. 
There is nothing of alchemy in this, but it is quite hkely that he is 
the only person capable of overthrowing himself. At present he 1s 
the one man in the chamber who is apparently never afraid.

Lincoln. However, the case should be considered on its merits, 
and entirely aside from any connection with the Lincoln centenary. 


Whether or not Martin Brimmer shall be remembered as having 
contributed greatly to the cause of education, there is no question 
that his career was an honorable, a useful and an inspiring one, 
and that those who bestowed his name upon one of the earliest 
and best of our public schools paid only a well deserved tribute 
to his worth as a citizen. | 

Of perhaps greater importance than any consideration hereto- 
fore advanced in this connection is the fact that the Brimmer school 
through nearly two generations has given to the community and to 
the country graduates who have reflected credit on American citizen- 
ship? Many of these are today men of prominence. . They are 
proud of their school days in the “Brimmer™ and it would be a 
shame to impair a tradition around which their affections are 
entwined. 

The naming of the school after him can add little or nothing 
to the glory of Abraham Lincoln, while it would detract from the 
honor which is due the memory of a man who performed his part 
in the history of the community, and deprive the former pupils of 
the school of a tie which is as dear as the recollection of school 
days 1s to every man and woman. 

It seems to us that the school board cannot do better than to 
recede from its awkward position in this connection. Not only 
the sentiment of the people of the Winthrop-Brimmer district, but
